It has 
often been a matter of wonder to those 
who know nothing labout the value of old 
junk as to where the buyers of these old 
vessels mnke a proHl'r For Instance, the 
old Qulnnebaug was bought for about 
#lft POO and the buyer will no donbt make 
a pretty fiir profit upon his (peculation. 


ITpon p<*ne of these old hulks tbere is 


often saved out some particular part of 
the vessel -hat is looked upon as valuable 
for a relief One of the greatest treasures 
of the oddt and ends from these old ships 
ia the steel Ing-wheel of the old Constitu- 
tion or "CHd-Ironsides," as she was called. 
The vessef Is at present at Portsmouth 
Navy Var(i. Tbe old sailing ship Cyane, 
which was. one of the vessels she captur- 
ed in 1315,1 and which did service for many 
years afterward in the Pacific, was sold a 
few years igo and broken up. 


Few vessels of the old Navy saw more 
active service during tbe Civil War than 
tbe antiquated side-wheel steamer Powr- 
haUn. Before then, In 1857, she formed 
part of tb» squadron which went to Japan 
under Commodore Perry. It was on tbi* 
cruise that the famous expression "Blood 
i* thicker than water" originated. Tbe 
expnwelon has been credited to other* 
since that date, and recently to an officer 
of tbe Navy who died in tbi* city recently. 
In fact Commodore Tattnall was tbe orl- 
rlnator of It. He wai ID command of the 
Powbatan during the troubles between 
tbe Engllih and the Chinese, on the Ifl 
Rlver/wken he wa* obliged to remain 
neutral wbile the Chlnt« fort* wen shel- 
ling tbe French and Enflteb gnntaoatf. 
One ol tbe English gunboat* WH ionk by 
a ibot from the fort, and turning to some 
of the officer* alongside of him be tatc, 
"Blood It thicker than water," and ord- 
ered the boats lowered and sent them to 
rescue tbe drowning; officer* und crew of 
tbe British ennbott.
